Georgia Tech student named Hill, an 
employee- of the Western and Atlan- 
tic.

Washington, August 10.—Nearly 
all officials of railroad unions who 
will participate in tomorrow’s con- 
ference on President Harding's final 
proposal of a basis for settling the 
strike, were here tonight and com- 
pleted ‘a survey of the situation as pre- 
xented to them by leaders of the seven 
shop craft organization on strike. 

The only exceptions were the heads | 
of the four brotherhoods of train serv- | 
ice men who are expected to be on! 
hand by 10 a. m., when, the meeting | 
is to begin. 

Ben W. Hooper, chairman of the, 
railroad. labor board, also arrived to- 
He called on President Harding 
and later got in touch with union 
spokesmen. 

It was understood that Mr. Hoop- 
er’s efforts were to persuade both the 
rail executives and the union leaders 
to accept the president’s offer, which 
suggested that the strike be called 
off, the men be taken back by the rail- 
roads and the question of their sen- 
iority status, be dealt with by the 
board. 

The white house was the source of 

intimations that the executives could 
be expected to accepted the president’s 
solution after their meeting at New 
York tomorrow. 
Strike leaders, however, were ap- 
parently unchanged in their attitude 
of opposition, although B. M. Jewell, 
chairman of the striking group, said 
they would not respond until after 
the general meeting and added that 
the meeting could hardly reach a de- 
cision before Saturday. He repud- 
tated as unfounded suggestions that 
the shop craft unions expected sympa- 
thetic strikes from the other trans- 
portation organizations, but leff the 
impression that sympathetic action 
was expected. His group was con- 
siantly in session during the day. 


“NO SURRENDER,” 
FACTION GAINING. 

New York, August 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—As western and 
southern transportation ‘managers be- 
gan fe arrive today for the session 
tomorrow of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives to pass on President 
Harding's new rail peace plan, indi- 
cations were that the “no surrender” 
policy voiced by L. F. Loree, chair- 
man of the eastern conference, was 
gaining momentum. 

A-concerted effort of the eastern 
men to strength their position was 
seen in several informal conferences. 
At this conference 25 rail chiefs were 
closeted for several hours. 

Those who attended asserted the 
meetings were held merely to talk 
over the president's plan and to en- 
able leaders to canvas conditions on 
the roads.

Attack in Inman Yards. 


The outbreak in which Hill is said 
to have been severely beaten with a 
club on the head and about the legs 
occurred in Inman yards Thursday 
morning, according to his report to 
federal authorities. 

In view of the fact that United 
States Court Judge Samuel Sibley re- 
cently granted a federal injunction 
against both strikers and _ railroad 
owners of this section in order to pre- 
serve peace, the matter was referred 
to the United States marshal’s office 
with instructions that a probe be in- 
stituted to determine if any person in- 
volved is in contempt of the district 
court, 

* Hill, who stated he will be a senior 
at Georgia Tech tke coming year, de- 
clared he was attackell Hy a@ half 
dozen men armed with clubs and ac- 
cused of being a .strike’ breaker. 
Following the attack in which he was 
knocked cown, Hill stated his pockets 
were rifled of a small sum of money 
by one of his assailants. % 


The attack occurred in broad open 
daylight at a point in the eastern sec- 
tion of Inman yards in which few ‘per- 
sons were near at hand, according to 
Hill. He had just left the railway 
shops where he has been employed in 
the mechanical department for several 
weeks during his vacation from Tech. 

Hit Him With Club. 

The alleged strikers surrounded 
him aad one of them struck him on 
the head with a club, knocking him 
to the ground. While he was lying 
prone, Hill told federal officers, he 
was beaten about the thigh and legs 
by his assailan‘s. After accusing him 
of “being a strike breaker and a dirty 
dog” the men left him and ran away. 

Hill appeared before District At- 
torney Hager with his. face badly 
swollen and displayed large bruises on 
his legs and body which he claimed 
were administered by the thugs. A

ON WEST AS EAST 
RESENTS POLICIES 


Republicans Rapidly Lose 
Their Strong Party 
Backers in East as Elec- 
tions Draw Near. 


TO CENTER CAMPAIGN 
ON FARMERS OF WEST 


Leaders Already Concede 
Many Democratic Gains 
in East, But Expect to 
Hold Western Majority.

Washington, August 9.—As a re- 
sult of the defection of strong re- 
publican influences from the party 
in the east, first manifested in at- 
tacks upon congress for its tax bill, 
now directed at congress for its tariff 
bill and meantime centering also 
on President Harding for his work 
in attempting settlement of the rail 
strike, complete changes have been 
made in the party’s plans for the fall 
campaign. 

Because of belief that both the 
press and influential “interests” be- 
rating congress along the eastern sea- 
board have combined to make the 
defeat of many republican congress. 
men and some senators virtually cer- 
tain in this section, the republican 
campaign this fall will be directed 
mainly at the agricultural states of 
the middle and far west. 

Following will be the big talking 
points of the G. O. P. spellbinders: 

G. 0. P. Selling Points. 

1. The emergency and permanent 
tariffs, the one of which they will 
seek to show has increased prices to 
the farmer while the cost of living 
generally has gone down. (The 
permanent bill is now under sharp 
attack by republican as wel) as dem- 
ocratiec newspapers in the east.) 

2. The farm credits act, which has 
resulted jn extension of credits to 
agriculture producers in sums never 
equalled before. - (This act, also, 
has been severely criticized by eastern 
banking interests.) ! 

3. The packers’ eontrol bill, de- 
signed to meet the wishes of farmers 
but which was fought in congress 
by powerful interests, including many 
in the east. 

4. The arms conference work’ be- 
enause of the strong sentiment in the 
middle and far west for peace. (The 
result of the arms conference treaties 
has been to curtail work in ship- 
yards, reduce-naval base outlays and 
otherwise jolt -business interests along

the day issued a call for a committee 
meeting on Tuesday, August 15. 

C. C. Coyle, secretary of the com- 
mittee, Thursday afternoon announc- 
ed the call for an assemblage of 
Georgia republican chiefs as follows: 

“A meeting is hereby called of 
members of the republican state cen- 
tral committee in the rooms of the 
committee in the Candler building 
at 11 a. m., Tuesday, August 15, 
for the purpose of considering and 
taking action on all party and or- 
ganization matters that may properly 
come before the committee.” 

Mr. Philips declined to discuss 
what course of action he will pursue 
at the meeting. Reports current in 
republican circles during the day, 
however. were to .the effect that, he 
would tender his resignation without 
reserve to the committee.

LEWIS SAYS FIGHT 
PRACTICALLY OVER 


Union Leaders Expect 
Over 300,000 Miners ‘to 
Return to Work With- 
in Week.

Cleveland, August 10.—Negotiation 
of a wage contract which according to 
sponsers of the plan will result in 
breaking the soft coal strike was 
begun today by operators and miners, 
who decided to leave the details of 
settlement to & committee of 21 which 
will begin considering its report to- 
morrow. The start was made after 
the policy committee of the United 
Mine Workers voted in favor of con- 
tracting with those operators of the 
central competitive field who had en- 
rolled in the conference. 

Approximately 20 per cent of the 
normal coal production of the central 
competitive field was represented in 
the conference, but this proportion 
did not deter President John L. Lewis, 
of the miners, from predicting that a 
settlement at the conference here 
would result, in more than 300,000 
miners returning to work in the soft 
coal fields within a week. 

“Have Won Fight.” 

“The miners have won this fight 
and it is practically over,” said Mr. 
Lewis. ) 

None of the Illinois or Indiana as- 
sociations of operators were represent- 
ed in the conference as it settled down 
to business, but independent operators 
were present from goth states. 

While the conference was at work 
here W. A. Glasgow of Philadelphia, 
counsel for the miners, had gone to 
Toledo to confer with three members 
of the Illinois operators’ scale com- 
mittee and the hope was held out 
among the conferees here that “ the 
Illinois Operators’ association might 
yet join the conference.

U. 5-GERMAN PACT 
UN GLAIMS SIGNED 


Signing of Agreement to 

Provide Commission to 
Settle War Claims Is 
Announced. 


W asbington, August 10.—An- 
nouncement that an agreement be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
providing for the determination of the 
amount of claims against Germany 
was signed today in Berlin was made 
tonight by the staté department. The 
agreement provides for a claims com- 
mission to be composed of two com- 
missioners and an umpire. 

Under the agreement the commis- 
sioners will meet in Washington with- 
in two months from the date of its 
signature and will pass upon (1) 
claims arising from seizure or damage 
to American property within the form- 
er German empire. (2) claims aris- 
ing as a consequence of the’ war, and 
occurring since July 3, 1914, and (3), 
debts owed as between the nationals 
of the two countries. 

* Associate Justice Day, it was an- 
nounced, has been selected by Presi- 
dent Harding as umpire. He will 
have authority to decide finally on 
questions on which the two commis- 
sioners—one to be selected by each 
governemnt—may disagree. The se- 
lection of Justice Day, it was stated, 
was made after the German govern- 
ment exgpressed a desire to have an 
American citizen appointed as umpire.

A plea for mercy for Frank B. Du- 
Pre, made by 12.308 Atlanta women 
Thursday was met by the demand of 
the state and of those he had injured 
that the sentence of the courts be car- 
ried out when the Georgia prison com- 
mission heard the appeal for commu- 
tation of the death penalty to life im- 
prisonment for the “Peachtree ban- 
dit,’ who during the holidays of last 
Christmas killed one man and wound- 
ed another in the “Five Points” jewel- 
ry robbery. 

On one side was Mrs. John E,. Clow- 
er, who has been in close contact with 
the youth who has been sentenced to 
hang on September 1 for the murder 
of Irby C. Walker, Pinkerton detec- 
tive. As spokeswoman for thousands 
of Atlanta women who signed peti- 
tions urging clemency, she urged that 
justice be tempered with mercy and 
that the boy ho has been without 
the counsels of mother-love be given 
another chance to learn of moral re- 
sponsibility. 

Across the room was another wom- 
an, dressed in black, who held in 
he. lap a four-year-old orphaned child, 
She was the widow of Walker. Stand- 
ing near her was B. Graham West, 
city comptroller, thin and emaciated 
and with scars still to remind that he, 
too, was the victim of DuPre’s gun. 

Urges Court Sentence. 

“T urge you to let the judgment of 
the court be carried out,” he said with 
a quivering lip as he steadied him- 
self against a chair, “not from any 
personal animosity, but in the inter- 
ests of society.” 

Frequently during the seven hours 
of the hearing, the widow of Walker 
hid her face in the white-lace collar 
which spread over the shoulders of 
her daughter, and only her quaking 
shoulders told the story of her ordeal. 

The hearing consumed most of 
Thursday, opening at 10 o'clock and 
continuing throughout the day until 
5 o’clock except for an hour's inter- 
mission for lunch. - Sharp tilts be- 
tween Ed Stephens, assistant solicitor- 
general of the Atlanta circuit, and At- 
torney H. A. Allen, representing Du- 
Pre, featured the afternoon session.

More Timely Suggestion. 

“It would be avery different and 
much more timely suggestion should 
the president ask the railways to 
take back as many of the old men as 
they can find places for. That would 
enable them immediately to complete 
their organizations and keep the work 
going while the lahor board is con- 
sidering the-soniority question. If 
this suggestion had been made at the 
outset of the controversy before the 
railroads, were forced, in the public 
interest, to recruit their shop forces, 
it might have afforded a way out of 
the difficulty, but it does not appear 
to be a remedy now.”

DELAYS ON CABLE

Two Assassins 
Of Field Marshal | 
Pay On Gallows 


London, August 10.—(By the Asso- | 
ciated Press.)—Reginald Dunn and. 
Joseph O'Sullivan, the former a mem- | 


ber of the Irish republican army, were 
hanged today fos the assassination 
of Field Marshal Sir Henry Wilson 
June Both men submitted quietly 
to being pinioned. They were escort- 
ed simultaneously from their cells to 
the scaffold, where, as they met they 
smiled encouragingly at each other. 
Both met death unflinchingly. 

A crowd of Irish men and women 
assembled outside the jail, Sang hymns 
and prayed for the condemned men. 

The mourners included the sisters 
and brothers of Dunn and O'Sullivan. 
The layman who led the prayers an- 
nounced that masses for the- repose 
of the two men’s souls were being said 
_ various churches throughout Lon- 

on. 


O’Sullivan and Dunn were captur- 
ed by police after shooting down Field 
Marshal Wilson as he was alighting 
from an automobile at the door of 
his home in Eaton place, London. 
The field marshal was in full uniform, 
having just returned from a war mem- 
orial unveiling at which he delivered 
an address. 

When arrested the assassins gave 
fictitious names, but their identities 
were. established by Scotland Yard, 
which showed them to be former sol- 
diers. The crime was ascribed to feel- 
ing against the field marshal following 
the announcement that he had become 
military advisor to the Ulster govern- 
ment. Their trial was speedy, the 
sentence of death being pronounced 
twenty-six days after the assassina- 
tion and the jury requiring but three 
minutes to reach its ‘verdict. This 
constituted a reeord in the dispatch of 
a criminal case in England. Subse- 
quently the court of criminal appeal 
and the house of lords refused to con- 
sider appeala and only vesterda? a re- 
prieve was denied by Home Secretary 
Shortt.

Provisions of Bill. 

The Australian ballot is a secret 
vote. ‘The system is in force in At- 
lanta, Columbus and some other large 
cities of Georgia at present. 

Under provisions of the bill, which 
does not take the effect of law until 
January 1, 1924, booths must be pro- 
vided at every yoting precinct, where 
the yoter may mark his ticket in 
secret, and it will be unlawful for 
any person except election managers 
and individuals occupying the booths 
for the purpose of making out tickets, 
to approach nearer than 10 feet from 
the booths. 

The entry list of candidates for of- 
fice, state and county, is required to 
close 30 days before the primary, ex- 
cept in special primaries. 

Senator Thorpe, speaking for his 
voters’ bill, declared that “columns 
and pages of weekly newspapers in 
all parts of Georgia are filled each 
week with legal advertisements of 


property to be sold by sheriffs or town 


marshals because the owners are in 
arrears on the books of the tax col- 
lector.” 

Hundreds Disfranchised. 

He asserted that on account of the 
business depression hundreds of the 
best citizens in the state are disfran- 
chised by their inability to pay taxes. 

Upon passage of the bill. Senator 
Campbell cast the only dissenting 
vote. The measure is a constitution- 
al amendment and must be submitted 
to the vote of the people.

LAW-MAKING AND TIME. 
A striking illustration of the man- 


ner in which the general assembly 
habitually fritters away the major 
portion of the time allotted to each 
session was afforded in the senate 
late Wednesday in connection with 
the appeal of the president to the 
members to “remain’ on the job” 
throughout the few days remaining 
for the disposal of pending busi- 
ness. 

President Clay took the floor to 
urge adoption of his resolution for 


the withdrawal of the senate’s ac- 
eeptance of an invitation to visit 
Brunswick and of another to par- 
ticipate in a barbecue at the Burns 
club. 

“It has taken the house forty-five 
days to pass important ‘legislation 
that’we must act on in the next 
five or six days,” said the senator,

to remain on the job.” 

Whereupon, as stated in the news 
report of the session, “‘senators took 
up debate on the subject and were 
still debating it at the hour of ad- 
journment!” 

And, the report continued, “the 
Clay resolution and two others dif- 
fering” were carried over for fur- 
ther debate and final decision the 
next day. 

That is to say, the senate squan- 
dered portions of two of the very 
few remaining daily sessions in 
absolutely and essentially non-pro- 
ductive discussion trying to decide 
whether or not it was to quit wast.

FACING A CRISIS. 


Theodore Roosevelt, assistant 
secretary of the navy, undoubtedly 
did not overstate conditions when 
he told a group of republicans at

The Georgia legisiature has only 
four moré working days, assuming that 
there will be no sessions Saturday, and 
there are a great many matters of 
state-wide importance. that should be 
completed by vote before the final 
adjournment. - 

Most of the big propositions are fa- 
miliar to the average person, and 
hence when one stops to take ac 
count of what is pending the mind 
naturally falls upon the unfinished 
tax bills, and so on— 


But there are seme other measures 
before the assembly scarcely ever heard 
of, that are of the most vitai import- 
ance, with public sentiment actually 
thundering for their enactment from 
the sea to the hills. 


And as a rule they are bills that carry 
no appropriations, or only nominal at 
best, and that little objection to could 
possibly be made. ! 

I have in mind the bill calling for 
the creation of a state forester, and 
for a system of forest protection, man- 
agement and replacement. 

The importance of this measure is 
not only state wide, but it positively 
affects the future prosperity of the 
state. It can be passed, if the rules 
committee will place it, in an hour or 
two, and with little or no opposition— 
and yet here we are literally in the 
eleventh hour of the session, and one 
hears but little or nothing concern- 
ing it. 

. & 


The authors of the bill aré men who 
have set their eyes to the future. They 
bave no selfish end to seek, no offices 
to fill, no hopes of graft. They were 
appointed by the governor in 1921, 
without pay or funds to work with, 
and requested te make a report at 
this session on the true state of af- 
fairs in this state as regards timber 
supply, and to recommend such legis- 
lation as seems best to insure its ‘per- 
petuation and the weifare of thé in- 
dustries dependent upon the forests. 


The bill now before the legislature 
is the result of their investigations. 
~The bill does not contemplate regu- 
lation and compulsion in the restrict- 
ing of cutting the old virgin timber, 
so’ much as it will provide for new 
crops of timber by keeping fires out. 
The whole idea is for the state to 
take the leadership in forestry and co- 
operate with the timber owners in the 
better methods of handling their for- 
est lands. While state enocuragement 
is essential in this matter, it is fully 
realized that the only way to enforce 
forest fire laws is through a special 
organization of- fire wardens having 
police powers to handle the ruthless 
burning of the woods throughout the 
state. 

The bill is based on a “model for- 
estry bill’? prepared. by the United 
States forest service. 

The board added the section which 
provides for a temporary appropria- 
tion of $10,000 which will be re- 
funded to the state treasury later. 

The board will have jurisdiction 
over the administrative work pro- 


vided for, of course; and it firmly be- f 


lieves that the only way to bsandle 
this work is on an independent basis 


and on its own merits. 


Few people have stopped to ap- 


}/praise the timber situation in Geor- 

gia. Let’s look at it for a moment— 
These are the facts in regard to 

the timber situation in this state: 

Out of a total area of forest land 
of 20,000,000 acres, all of it had 
been cut over excepting one million 
acres. We are practically dependent 
upon second growth timber or timber 
imported from other states, for our 
wood-using industries. 

We consume each year 520,000,000 
feet of lumber in this state. One 
hundred and eighty-two million feet 
of this lumber is imported from oth- 
er states. 
this amount comes to us from as far 
as California and Washington. The 
freight on this lumber is about $25 
per thousand feet. There was a time 
not many years back when Georg'g ex- 
ported lumber instead of importing it. 
e-Bince 1901 the production of lum- 


Lber in Georgia has fallen from over 


one billion feet to less than eight 
hundred million feet. . 

“Ten years @go there were 1,991 saw- 
mills in Georgia; today there are 
only 694. « 

In 1902 Savannah and Brunswick 
handled 1,900,000 packages of naval 
stores (turpentine, etc.,) weighing over 
nine hundred million pounds. In the 
past season these two ports handled 
only 603,000 packages, a large: part 
of which came from Florida and Ala- 
bama. 

Every wood-using industry is de- 
pendent upon the forests for its con- 
tinuance and the wood-using indus- 
tries of the state of Georgia com: 
prise 50 per cent of the industrial 
establishments of the state. They 
employ 22 per cent of the state's 
wage earners; represent 10 per cent 
of the capital invested in the state 
and produce 10 per cent of the manu- 
facturing wealth of the state. 

The wood-using industries rank 
first in the number of establishments 


of persons employed’ and third in the 
amount of capital invested and third 
in the value of the products produced. 

These are but a few of the facts, 
yet they tell the tale of the need 
for immediate action on the part of 
the state for the protection and prop- 
er managemant of what is left of the 
forests. J

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By Senate Tax Bill 


Editor Constitution: The proposed 
senate bill No. 206, copy of 
which is attached for ready 
reference, has reached my attention. 
This bill provides that tax assess- 
ments shall be made on not less than 
the amount of insurance carried. Ap- 
plying this bill to my own case, the 
increase in taxes on my home will be 
approximately 140 per cent, or 2.4 
times the amount of tax I am now 
paying. On inquiry among my friends 
and among a number of working men 
who own or are buying their own 
homes, I find the same will apply to 
them. 

My home is assessed by the city 
tax assessors, and without my hav- 
ing had any voice in the matter what- 
ever, at $3,700. The state and coun- 
ty assessment under the plan fol- 
lowed, in which I also have no voice, 
is $2,700. From what I can learn, 
the- assessment on my place is in 
proportion to other similar homes. 
Based on replacement value as given 
me by builders, to protect myself 
against loss in case of fire, I carry 
insurance to the amount of $6,500. If 
I must pay tax on the amount of in- 
surance carried either means that my 
taxes will be advanced as mentioned 
above or I must reduce my insur- 
ance and carry a big part of the risk 
myself.

The real estate owners who have a 
large number of scattered houses, ‘as 
a rule carry a large part of their 
own fire risk under gn obvious good 
business policy. It is already rather 
difficult to make the average man, t6 
whom fire insurance premiums are a 
serious expenditure, carry sufficient 
insurance, The effect of such legis- 
lation will be to cause this class of 
home owner to carry a risk that he 
can ill afford. 


This will further prevent the in- 
crease of home owners. ~From the 


standpoint of month to month outlay 
in taxes, insurance, repairs, interest 
and monthly payments, a point has 
been reached where the average sala- 
ried and working man is under a 
tremendous strain in purchasing his 
own home as compared with rental. 
This strain is so great that doubling 
and tripling of taxation will prove 
the proverbial] “straw.” 


This act would affect most severely 
the small home owner and. next the 


industries, both of which the state 
needs most of all to encourage. And 
would affect least of all the large 
property owners who profit by un- 
earned increment in value of vacant 
or rental property.

PROJECTING EARS 


One of the most frequent deformities 
of the ears is undue prominence, the 
ears standing out from the head and 
sometimes even drooping forward or 
downward in such manner as to give 
the indivdiual a stupid appearance, 
though it has no unpleasant signifi- 
cance. Sometimes this is an inherited 
condition, a feature running in the 
family. Possibly it is acquired in in- 
fancy, in some cases, from lying or 
sleeping with the ear doubled forward, 
or from caps carelessly put on the 
infant’s head with the ears pulled 
forward. Both ears are prominent, 
although one is usually more promi- 
nent than the other. As a matter of 
fact, practically no one has a _ per- 
fectly symmetrical face and head; 
careful comparison will almost in- 
variably show differences in the form 
and size of the features. 


When the #ars stand out abnor- 


make a simple ear cap or bandage 
which may be kept on practically all 
the time and which will hold the ears 
in a normal position but not compress 
them against the head. The harness 
should be of soft muslin, washable, 
light, and practically the skeleton of 
a cap, no band or string under the 
chin being necessary. Any benefit 
from such a cap or puase will be 
obtained in not to exéeed six months. 

After the age of 3 years it is not 
possible to correct outstanding ears 
by any appliance. Nothing short of 
a plastic operation will suffice. 

The younger the patient when any 
kind of plaster or corrective surgery 
is done, the better the result will be 
from the viewpoint of function and 
appearance. 

‘ The operation consists of the re- 
moval of an elliptical piece of skin 
from the groove behind the ear, the 
form and area of the surface thus 
denuded being determined by the di- 
rection and degree of the lop or mal- 
position of the ear. The ear is then 
drawn into proper position and the 
denuded edges of the wound stitched 
together to enable the healing process 
to fix the ear in the correct position. 
Dressings and bandages are discarded 
after the tenth day, though it is 
necessary for the patient to wear 
some kind of bandage at night for a 
month, to prevent injury of the wound 
or scar in sleep. 

Of course, there is a sear behind 
the ear after such an operation, but 
as it follows the line of the natural 
groove back of the ear and is prac- 
tically concealed by the ear, the scar 
is not an objection. 

Such an operation is simple and at 
the same time requires skilf1l sur- 
Therefore, no one is 
to attempt it except a 
qualified surgeon, such as one; would 
consult for a major operation;

Answer—I am not good enough 
chemically to answer the technical 
question, but as a matter of hygiene 
there need be no such fear, and alum- 
inum ware is all right for cooking, 
with or without salt, or fruit or 
vegetable acids. \ 

Round Shoulders. 

Please tell me whether a good shoul- 
der brace is advisable for a girl with 
round shoulders, or if not, snggeset 
suitable exercises ‘o overcome the 
trouble-—(Mrs. F. B. F.) 

Answer—It would be a mistake to 
put a shoulder brace or any other 
kind of brace on a young person with- 
out medical advice and care of the 
patient. Round shoulders. sometimes 
indicate spinal curvature which re- 
quires special treatment. One good 
home exercise is the dachhund craw! 
about ten times around the room 
each night and morning. Every hour 
by the clock the girl should clasp her 
hands behind, as for a rider to mount, 
then still keeping fingers clasped, 
turn thumbs downward, under and 
back, and hold the posture a minute, 
sitting or standing—it pulls the shoul- 
ders down and back. Generally the 
round-shouldered child requires regu- 
lar physical training. Of all corrective 
esercises perhaps daily swimming is 
tle best.

$75,000 to carry out the provisions 
of the amendment—that the first two 
grammar grades of the schools be 
furnished free textbooks. To provide 
all eg with free textbooks would 
involve an outlay of approximately 
$400,000 it was cstimated by W. L. 
McCalley, Jr., chairman of the finance 
committee of the board. 

In addition to the expense of pro- 
viding textbooks to the first two gram- 
mar grades in the schools, the board 
of education is threatened with a def- 
icit in payrolls for teachers and other 
factulty members the remaining part 
of this year,.Mr. MeCalley stated. It 
is probable that a special meeting of 
the board will be called either Friday 
or Saturday to determine means of 
financing this deficit, it was stated. 

City Attorney Mayson’s ruling on

OWS: 

“T find that the provision of the 
charter amendments, authorizing free 
textbooks is entirely separate from 
the other amendments and therefore 
it seems the provision would become 
operative at once. I shall so rule.”

Mysterious Situations 


Players Never Rated 


300 Hitters Far Over 


_ Mark,‘ While Former Star Batsmen 
Are Barely Over .250 Bat Mark. 


BY HUGH 8. FULLERTON. 


There remains an unsolvable mys- 
tery in baseball. Why are so many 
ball players hitting .300 or better, 
and why is there such a proportion 
of long hits? 

The makers déclare and insist that 
the ball .is unchanged. The players 
are equally positive that it is much 
livelier. Every one admits that the 

itching is not up to major standard. 
Lvery one admits that there is more 
hitting. 

Take the current averages. The 
American league shovs forty-four 
players who are hitting over .300, and 
the National league has fifty-three 
in the same category. The number of 


home runs, doubles and singles ex- 


ceeds all records. It has become so 
common that presently they will be 
offering a prize for any one who 
_ makes a single. 

Take the forty-four American league 
000 hitters registered on August 5, 
and you will find that thirty-two of 
them are not normal .300 hitters. Of 
the fifty-three registered as .300 hit- 
ters in the National league, just eight, 
een are licensed on previous perform- 
ances to be in that class. There are 
six in the American league and nine 
in’ the National league hitting over 
.300 who never,. even in a minor 
league, batted ove# .250. 

Yet. they tell us that there is no 
change! 

WHAT JULIAN 
CURTISS SAYS. 

There are batters hitting home 
runs quite regularly who in other days 
could not hit fungoes over the fences. 
Ygt I have just received a letter from 
Julian Curtiss, head of Spalding’s, 
and a man whose word is beyond con- 
tradiction, in which he says: 

“There is one thing you are ab- 
solutely right about, and that is the 
necessity of having all the balls uni- 
form, and™“that is exactly what we are 
doing. 

“Every ball has to be made in exact- 
ly the same way, of exactly the same 
material, and in order to see that the 
material is exactly the same we make 
every particle of it ourseives, and we 
are the only ball manufacturers who 


do. 

“The rubber part of the ball is made 
in our own rubber plant. The yarn 
is spun in our own yarn mill. The 
leather is made in a plant supervised 
by us, and the horsehide is made for bs 
alone, under our supervision. Every 
me | is tested as to size and weight, 
anh none are allowed to go out where 
there is the slightest variation. Every 
league ball we turn out is just as 
near like the others as peas in the 
san pod. 

“We have had this league adoption, 
as you probably know, for nearly fifty 
years, and the same care has been 
exercised right from the start. You 
are absolutely fair-minded, and I can 
assure you that every word I have 
snid in this letter is only the exact 
facts. This I state on my word of 
honor.” 

ANOTHER 
QUEER ANGLE. 
It has been asserted that the al- 


leged increased liveliness of the hall,

is due to the higher grade materials 
used—and Mr. Curtiss’ letter appears 
to indicate that since the war, and 
with their own factories turning out

But there are at least five players 
in the National league and. nine in 
the American, according to the batting 
reports, who have been rated as norm- 


al .300 hitters, who are far below 
that mark now. How do you ac- 
count for that? Rice, Jacobson, Me- 
nosky, Clarence Walker and Johnston 
certainly do not belong in the .250 
class, nor do George Burns, Elmer 
Smith, Jack Fournier or others in 
the National belong in the .270 class. 
Why, if it is the ball, do these real- 
ly good hitters not get added benefits? 

The pitchers claim they are being 
heavily handi by the stricter 
rules, and comp that the ball is 
harder to pitch. Mays, for instance, 
says he is pitching as well as he ever 
did in his life, and getting hit by bat- 
ters who have no license to hit him, 
and that they are hitting balls that 
they have no right to hit—the very 
balls that used to fool them. 
DANFORTH’S 
DELIVERY. 

The recent suspension of Dave Dan- 
forth on charges of doping the ball, 
a suspension which hurt St. Louis’s 
chances of a pennant, shows how 
are watching. 
Danforth claims that he did not dope 
the ball and that he was not respon- 
sible for discoloring one side of it. 
But the rule does not compel the um 
pire to find out who doped the ball, 
but commands him to punish _ the 
pitcher no matter who dopes the ball. 

The pitchers, or the majority of 
them, are afraid to take any chances 
on scuffing or slicking the ball dur- 
ing a game. A few of the daring 
ones wil] confess, confidentially, they 
occasionally have slipped overa doped 
ball on an umpire, but the risk of 
a ten-day suspension is too great to 
take such chances. 

‘Some of the infielders, especially 
shortstops and third basemen, back 
up the claim of the pitchers that the 


ball is harder to throw than it used 
to be. They declare that they are 
forced to wait until they get a solid 
grip on the ball before. cutting loose 
across the infield. Others say they 
do not notice any difference what- 
ever. Yet one shortstop told me that, 
when he gripped the ball well out, 
with only the ends of his fingers in 
contact, it refused to go right. 

One catcher tells me that the ball 
comes into his hands “lighter” than 
he ever knew it to come, and his team 


mate ten minutes later said that he j, 


never knew a ball to come with such 
weight behind it. Since they catch 
the same pitchers, you may take your 
choice. Some day the mystery may 
be solved, but just now the only solu- 
tion seems to be to call the moving 
corps and set the stands back a few

LESSON No. 117. 
' The Reception of Continuous Waves. 

The previous article pointed out the reason why a detector is neces- 
sary for the reception of radio telephone or spark signals, while such 
a device is useless for continuous wave telegraphy or picking up the 
“carrier wave” of radio telephone stations. Such signals as these are 
made up only of radio frequency oscillations without the super-imposed 
audio frequency component. It is therefore necessary to break up 
the incoming oscillations into groups occurring at an audible frequency. 

_ One way of producing these groups at audio frequency is by means 
of the slipping contact detector. This device consists of a metal] wheel 
mounted on a motor shaft with two brushes touching it very lightly. 
When the wheel or disk is'/rotated at high speed the circuit through the 
brushes is of varying resisance due to the poor contact with the result 
that a mushy note is heard en receiving the signals from continuous 
wave telegraph stations. Such a device would give a continuous “mush” 
in the vicinity of a radiotelephone station when in operation. 

Another form of interrupter detector has the periphery of the disk 
divided into alternate segments of conductor and insulator so that the 
tone in the receivers is dependent upon the number of segments and 
the speed of rotation of the disk. A buzzer may also be fitted with 
contacts for interrupting the receiving circuit at an audible frequency. 

The most effidient way to receive signals from a continuous wave 
transmitter is by means of the vacuum tube when connected in an os- 
cillating circuit of a receiver. By this means a local radio frequency 
is generated which differs from the incoming freequency by an amount 
which is an audible. When two frequencies are combined in the receiv- 
ing circuits a beat note is produced 
which is the difference between the 
two. This system, which is common- 
ly known as the heterodyne, was 
developed by Fessenden and consti- 
tutes a very flexible arrangement 
for the reception of continuous 
wave signals as well as efficient ar- 
rangement, . 

The locally generated radio fre- 
quency oscillations may be created 
in several ways. An oscillating arc 
circuit may be coupled to the receiv- 
ing circuit employing the ordinary 
detector or the arc may be replaced 
with a more dependable source of 
pee etions ite the form of a vacuum 

§ tube. 

= ; : A more common way of generat- 
ing locally a radio frequency current is to couple the plate circuit of 
detector tube back to the grid circuit and increasing the coupling until 
oscillations occur. In this way the three fmportant features of the 
vacuum tube are all employed to advantage in the same tube, which 
serves at once as a detector, generator and amplifier of radio frequency 
currents. 

_In the reception of signals from radio telephone stations the most 
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lating at the same freqyency as the incoming signal (at zero beat), under 
which conditions an increase or decrease in either the inductance or 
capacity of either circuit will produce an audible beat frequency. 
Most regenerative receivers will oscillate if the feed back is in- 
creased gradually, so that this form of receiver is very popular, since it 
is readily adaptable to-both spark and continuous wave reception.

DLS ARE STRONG 


New York, August 10.—Extraordi- 
nary strength of railroad stocks, many 
of which moved to new high ground 
for the year, despite increasing serious- 
ness of the railroad strike situation, 
was the feature in today’s stock mar- 


ket session. ‘Threatened extension of 
the strike to members of the ‘Big 
Four” brotherhoods caused some un- 
easiness at the start, but offerings 
were easily absorbed, and prices held 
well to the end, regardless of “short” 
attacks, indictaing that the floating 
supply of stocks was in strong hands. 
Wall street apparently is counting 
on the heavy crop and coal movements 
this fall, together with the expected 
increase in general merchandise load- 
ings to more than offset temporary 
effects of strike conditions. 
Grangers, such as Northern Pacific, 
Great Northern preferred, Chicago 
and Northwesterng St. Louis, South- 
western, and Pere Marquette, again 
broke through to peak prices for 1922. 
International Harvester and Sears, 
Roebuck, which are also expected to 
profit by the banner crops, also made 
new high records. 
_ The financial community apparently 
interrupted the increase in the United 
States Steel corporation's unfilled 
contracts during July as due to cur- 
tailed production because of strike 
conditions rather than to increased 
business. United States Steel com- 
mon was down 7-8 and Independent 
steels, notably Crucible and Republic, 
softened in sympathy. 
Cuban Sugar stocks were again re- 
actionary, despite the prevalent belief 
that the increased tariff decided on 
by the senate would ‘be reflected: in 
the price to the consumer rather than 
in the earnings reports of the ‘Cuban 
companies, Mexican Petroleum con- 
tinued its jumping-jack movements of 
the last few days, closing at a net 
gain of 13-8 points. Studebaker and 
Chandler, which are also favorites of 
the speculative element, sold off, the 
former dropping 11-8 points. 
Individual strong spots include In- 
ternational Paper and Virginia Iron, 
Coal and Coke, while pronouneed 
weakness was shown by Barnsdall, 
Dupont, Saxon Motors and Willys- 
Overland preferred. 
Sales, 575,000 shares, Cal] money 
opened at 4 per cent, and was in 
good demand, Time money rates were 
slightly higher. Prime commercial] pa- 
per was quoted at 4 to 41-4 per cent.

Murphy's arrest followed a series of 
bombings which culminated in the 
murder of a police lieutenant and a 
patrolman. , ° 

His offices were raided and poljce 
claimed to have found dynamite fuses 
and explosives, together with re- 
volvers, brass knuckles and other 
weapons. 

Murphy, on the sand, testified the 
dynamite had been “planted” by the 
police, and that the guns were bought 
from wounded ‘soldiers to help them 
eat. He denied testimony of “slug- 
gers” who turned state’s evidence and 


p- ie at te he had directed 2 cam- 
paitn of bombing and arson. 


Murphy had been out of jail only 
a few months on another murder 
charge when he had to face this o1y. 

He was accused of complicity in the 
killing of ‘““Mossy” Enrignt, his great- 
est labor rival. After six months in 
jail with Vincenzo Cosmano and 
Jimmy Vinzi, important witnesses dis- 
appeared-and he was again freed., 

Now the enly charge hanging over 
the head of “Big Tim” is a six-year 
sentence to Fort Leavenworth, for al- 
leged complicity in the $1,000,000 
Dearborn station mail robbery. He 
has an appeal from Judge Landis’ 
sentence ‘before the suprei%2 court.

JUDGE MAKES RULING 
ON OLIVER RIM CASE 


In an order handed down in United 
States district court Thursday, Judge 
Samuel H,. Sibley refused to adjudi- 
cate the Oliver Rim company, bank- 
rupt on involuntary petitions filed 
several months ago, but gave the com- 
pany the privilege of voluntary adju- 
dication. The decision is the result of 
a hearing that lasted for more than 
a week, 

The officers of the company at first 
resisted the bankruptcy proceedings, 
but asked for the privilege of vol- 
untary adjudication after a_ syndi- 
cate of stockholders had been formed 
to protect the property in the event of 
a sale. This syndicate is headed by 
W. Woods White, J. T. Rose and 
others. 

Judge Sibley, in his opinion, holds 
that the election of W. Woods White 
as president of the company, was le- 
gal and that the formation of a syn- 
dicate among the stockholders of the 
company to buy in the property in 
the event of a sale was not im- 
proper, but was prudent, since some 
$30,000 of debts are being sued on 
and a bill for receiver is pending, 
hence if the bankruptcy courts do 
not administer the assets of the com- 
pany the sheriff will, and a sacrifice 
and cheap purchase is more likely at 
a sheriff's sale than in a bankruptcy 
sale, where more deliberation and lat- 
itude is possible. 

“After debts are paid, if any as- 
sets remain, the corporate enterprise 
can be resumed with them,* or the, 
stockholders can provide other assets, 
or, of course, they may provide cash 
to settle with creditors and redeem 
the assets and proceed,” Judge Sibley 
rules.

Senator Harris’ inquiry was 
prompted, he said, by many requests 
as to whether the boll weevil and 
abandoned acreage factors were sub- 
tracted in considering the August 1 
government seport. 

Depresses Price. 

“Many cotton growers,” said Sen- 
ator Harris, “contend that failure 
t» make a clear distinction in the 
reports has operated to depress the 
price of cotton and fails to give an 
accurate prospect of a greater cotton 
shortage than now anticipated.” 


Mr. Estabrook informed Senator 
Harris that county agents in 295 
out of 846 cotton counties reported 
an average acreage abandonment of 
7.1 per cent. 

The senate late today passed a 
bill by Senator Harris providing for 
publication by the department of 
commerce of’ statistics regarding the 
world’s supply of cotton on hand 


July 31. 


Reason Given. 

“This 7.1 per cent was not deducted 
and could not properly be deducted 
from the 34,852,000 acres reported 
to be in cultivation June 25,” said 
the crop reporting chief, “because it 
is presumed that the abandonment 


occurred prior to that date and that 


any abandonment that may have oc- 
curred between June 25, the date 
of the department’s statement of ac- 
reage, and July 1, the date of the 
county agents’ estimate, was negli- 
gible. 

“If we assume that 7.1 per cent 
of the planted acreage was abandon- 
ed before June 25, and if the acre- 
age remaining in cultivation on that 
date was correctly estimated at 

852,000 the total planted acreage 
would be 37,516,000. the abandoned 
acreage would be 2,663,000 and the 
remainder wou'd represent the acre- 
age in cultivation as estimated by the 
department.” 

Regarding boll weevil damage, Mr. 
Estabrook added: 

“The supplementary report also 
shows that the county agents esti- 
mated that 80.2 per cent of the total 
cotton acreage was infested with the 
boll weevil. As to damage to the 
crop from boll weevil up ty July 25, 
the returns were so incomplete as 
to make a satisfactory estimate for 
the United States impracticable. 
However, state commissioners of ag- 
riculture reported the damage _ as 
ranging from 1.4 per cent, in North 
Carolina to 60 per cent in Georgia; 
county agents report the damage as 
nothing in Virzinia and Missouri to 
32.4% per cent in Georgia; cotton 
reporters, aS nothing in Virginia and 
Missouri to 48 per cent in Florida 
and field statisticians report a max- 
imum of damage of 28 per cent in 
Georgia and Louisiana.
